RADIO DEMOCRACY SXlhh OPERATING 

Following the USA military occupation of Haiti and the reinstallation of President 
Aristide as chief executive in that country, it's hard to tell how much longer the 
airborne USA clandestine Radio Democracy will stay on the air. But, as of this 
writing in mid-October, the station ia still audible daily on 1035 kHe. The station la 
staying on later than it. used to, often still being heard on the air after 0200 UTC. 
Rob Keeney of Kansas (via the ACE BBS) says that he is hearing the station on 
many nights after 0300 UTC. ThiB, plus the earlier sunsets that now come each day 
during the fall, is extending the range that the station can be heard toward the 
west. Just about everybody east of the Rockies now has a shot at hearing the 
signal, and it wouldn't be out of the queetion for DX-ers in the northwest to give 
It a shot. It will probably pay to act quickly, since the station could go off the air 



on on the ACE BBS some time ago, but this just barely missed the 
rofile column deadline last month. It turns out that Radio Democracy 
carrying a Creole translation or President BiU Cllnton'a speech 
he Haiti intervention in September.

On whim, 
he stopped by the store and had a discussion with the woman who operates U. It 
subsequently became cl.-ar that her husband was one of the announcers on Radio 
Democracy! Nick arranged a meeting with him. The announcer was cautious, but he 
did talk with Nick. Nick gave two items to the announcer: a copy of the Monitoring 
Times issue containing Jim Pogue's illustrated article about Radio Democracy, and a 
prepared QSL card. Nick is extremely happy to report that the announcer tx»k the 
PPC down to the station studio, and then returned it to Nick. Thus, Nick Grace has 
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the #1 QSL from Radio Democracy, and to my knowledge, the only QSL from the 
Kt-ation so far. Congratulations, Nick! He's working on a general address that could 
he uBed by the rest of ub, bo watch this space. 

KASHMIR FREEDOM 

ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas send B in a very interesting unidentified 
clandestine logging that she pulled in on October 2. She heard a station on 5865 
kHz at 0412-0420+ UTC in a middle eastern language. Programming consisted of 
various talks and a "freedom song" sung by a man with a guitar in the 
background. She didn't get an ID. However, Gigi Bays that this station sounded 
very much like similar logs that she had back in September and October of 1991. 
u that time the station was on in the 0400-0420+ time frame, but it was using 
11625 kHz. Gigi guesses that there might be some connection with Afghanistan, 
since they mentioned Kabul. She also points out that "the broadcast was crude and 
you could hear the mike being shoved across the top of the table to each perBon" 
when they talked. 

Gig) wonders if anybody has any ideaB on what she heard. 1 noticed that in the 
new 1995 edition of Passport to World Band Radio, Kashmir Freedom Is listed on 
this frequency. It is very poBaible that this is what Gigi heard, both In 1991 and 
1994. Has anybody else heard this? 

CUBA 

Aside from a continued nightly barrage of jamming from Cuba against the variouB 
anti-Castro stations, no major news on the Cuban clandestine front materialized 
during the last 30 days. Maryanne Kehoe of Georgia did aend in Borne observations 
of Cuban medium wave signal strengths during September. Ab we have pointed out 
In this column, in the past when Castro has decided to retaliate against USA 
political moves, he often has cranked up superpowered medium wave transmitters 
that interfere with domestic USA MW stations. Maryanne has been checking out the 
Cubans from her northern Georgia QTH. 

She points out that in the past, 600 kHz put in the beat Cuban signals to her 
receiver. But, lately there have been stronger signals on 1180 and 710 kHz. It's 
hard to say if this signal strength change has any significance, but it will still be 
ii good idea to keep your eyes on Cuban medium wave broadcasts in the short run 



"lis Fleming of Maryland points out that Radio Caiman is still using the same 
Btation ID cart announcement that they u B ed when they first Blgned on the air. 
Part of this announcement mentions that the frequency used by Caiman is 9960 
kHz, which^they^indeed did use when they began station operations years ago. But, 

Ulis also noticed that La Voz del CID is occasionally moving their 31 meter 
frequency. On October 14 at 0300 UTC he spotted them on 9924.5 kHz. On October 
15 at 0020 UTC he found them on 9920,8 kHz. Ulis speculates that the station is 
moving their frequency to avoid the aforementioned loud Cuban Jamming on 9940, 
9950, and 9965 kHz. But, on October 16 I looked to see where CID was, and found 
I hem on their normal frequency of 9941.45 kHz. This haa always been variable by a 
'-ouple of hundred Hz from time to time, but I still have not noticed them as much 
as 15 or 20 kHz off frequency in an attempt to avoid jamming. Haa anybody else 
noticed the frequency moves that Ulis spotted? 

Finally, Ulis lets us know that he filed a Freedom of Information Act request to the 
FCC, requesting any information that they have on the summer bust of FrenU 
Nat ional Cubano in Puerto Rico. We covered the situation extensively in this column 
Inst month. It will be interesting to see if Ulis uncovers any interesting details 
through his FOIA request 

UNIDENTIFIED 

Nick Grace called to report that he's hearing a strange signal on 6671.5 kHz. 
Although it sounds similar to a clandestine operation, it 1b in upper sideband mode, 
and therefore could just be some sort of bootleg transmission. It's possible that 
this might be a situation similar to the French and/or Creole transmissions that 
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many of uk have beet, hearing on 6912 kHz, Including singing by one of the 
announcers that at leasi sounds better than Ira's notorious efforts on WPIG earlier 
this year. If anybody else has Ideas on Nick's unidentified logging, he would 

appreciate them. 

MORE QH 3TKRN JAMMING INCIDENT 

Ulis Fleming sends in an article from the October 5 issue of Radio World about the 
Cleveland incident on June 10 where former WMMS engineer William Alford cut a 
cable being used by Howard Stern for a live broadcast from Tiffany's parking lot 
in Cleveland's "Flats" entertainment district. The Radio World article repeats 
information previously printed in the Cleveland Plain Dealer that Alford pleaded 
guilty to "disruption of public service" charges on September 7. Alford is said to 
have implicated "others who might have been Involved" during the plea bargaining 
process. The Radio World article said that sentencing was scheduled for September 
28, but local Cleveland press reports have said that the sentencing was delayed 
pending further investigation of the incident. Both the Plain Dealer and Radio 
World reported that Paul Mako, acting engineer in charge at the Detroit office of 
the FCC, was keeping an FCC investigation open, pending the outcome of the 
criminal court proceedings. Through mid-October, I have not seen additional 
coverage of either the expanding criminal investigation or the FCC investigation. 
Scott KrauBs of Ohio sent in a related article that appeared in the September 14 
issue of The Cleveland Free Times. 

ALAN WEINER PROFILE 

Ulis points out that tin- October 5 issue of Radio World also contained a two page 
profile of Alan Weiner. This article discusses a reasonably complete list of the 
pirate stations that Weiner has been associated with over the years, although he 
still denies that the m/v Fury transmissions in late 1993 and 1994 were actually 
pirate broadcasts from llrother Stair's ship. Werner's first pirate was WRAD, which 
operated on 1620 kHz with 50 watts from Yonkere, NY when Weiner was 16. The FCC 
busted the station two weeks after it went on the air after local hams filed 
complaints. Six months later he operated WKOV-AM in parallel with WXMN-FM. He 
helped a friend start WFSR-AM (the first use of Falling Star Radio as an ID) in 
parallel with WSEX-FM. All of these stations were busted by the FCC in August of 
1971. In 1983, while op.. rating WELF-FM (later WOZI) from Presque Isle, Maine, he 
was visited by the FCC after pirating this station's Bignal on 1616. 

pirates. He* operated KPK-941 on 1622 kHz from Yonkers as an^'auxiliary feeder" to 
WOZI. The FCC did'. not agree with Welner'B int 
and they ordered KPF-941 to stop broadcas 
International from the m/v Sarah in international waters off the coast of Long 
Island in July 1987, both on medium wave and shortwave. A raid by the FCC and 
CoaBt Guard silenced RNI, but Radio World BayB that the Justice Department later 
dropped charges against Weiner in this incident. Weiner does not take credit for 
Falling Star Radio, a shortwave pirate that operated during the 1980's. 

Weiner currently is chi. f engineer for W11VW-AM in Hyde Park, New York. He also 
works as a consulting engineer.

CLANDKSTINE NEWS FROM RADIO MAGIC JN RUSSIA 

This month I was pleased to pick up QSL #24 from Stan at Radio Magic in Russia. • 
Along with the QSL, Stan forwards some clandestine news Items. He gives the latest 
monitoring pattern of the Voice of Iranian Kurdistan as 1630-1800 UTC on a 
frequency variable between 4290 and 4370 kHz. Another station, the Voice of the 
People of Kurdistan, uses a variable frequency between 6930 and 6960 kHz between 
1500-1700 UTC. Stan says that he has somewhat incomplete ID information on a 
third station that broadcasts from 1400-2000 UTC in Tarsi on 6175 kHz (alternate 
6.145 kHz). This one supposedly ID'b as "Inja...Mojahcddine Irana." Stan does not 
believe thai IIiih in the Voice of the Mojahed, although he speculates that this 
could be ii second program of that operation.

MANK1RW1CZ AND JONES E? CUBA 

ACE member Scott Edwards of California forwards a copy of an Intere 
that ran in the October 6 issue of The New York Review by Peter K 
James G. Blight on visits to Cuba during the mid-1970's by Frank Mai 
Kirby Jones, former officials in the 1972 George McGovern Presidential 



Although the article does not specifically mention clandestine radio, it provides an 
interesting context to USA-Cuba politics during the 1970's. Some progress was made 
during the secret negotiations, but as we now know from history, they never led 
to diplomatic or economic relations between the United States and Cuba. Kornbluh 
and Blight blame this on Cuban support for Puerto Rican independence, and even 
more so on Cuban military intervention in Angola. These events poisoned the USA- 
Cuba relationship, and made diplomatic progress impossible. Cuban officials also 
blame the 1976 Florida Republican primary election, where Ronald Reagan's 
conservative rhetoric was challenging President Gerald Ford. One of the 
consequences of this diplomatic failure was a long tenure for numerous clandestine 
radio stations, both toward Angola and Cuba.
